The Smithsonian Tnestitiution, 


It is well known that this institution, lo- 
cated in Washington, was founded by the 
bequest of a wealthy Englishman, by the 
name of Smithson, who left a lar “sum 
of money for that purpose, provided, the 
United States would accept of it and 
carry out the wishes of the donor, whose 
name it bears. The nation accepted the 
benefaction and appointed Regents to 
superintend the Institution. 

The President of the U. S. is ca-officio 
Presiding OMcer: Chief Justice Chase is 
Chancellor, and Prot. Joseph Henry is 
Secretary, 

An annual report is made by the sec 
retary of the operations of the year. 
Extensive grounds planted with beauti- 
ful trees, surround the building, which 
has a fine appearance. It consists of a 
main edifice two hundred feet long and 
fifty wide, with two long wings, and two 
connecting ranges, having in all an ex 
treme length, in an east and west direc- 
tion, of four hundred and fifty feet. In 
front and rear of the middle portion are 
projections, terminated by high towers 
two on the north and one on the south 
side; moreover. on each corner of the 
middle building is a smaller tower, and 
also one on each of the two. wings 
These towers give it an uni 
atriking appearance, and the entire 
ing and grounds ornament the city. 

The whole of the first story of the 
main building, in a single room is devot- 
ed to the museum; the upper story in 
three departments, is assigned to the lec- 
ture room, the gallery of art, and the 
cabinet of apparatus. The west wing is 
entirely appropriated to the library; the 
cast Wing to the residence of the Secre- 
tary and a store room for publications 
and specimens of natural history.: The 
east connecting range contains the labor 
atory and office rooms; the west range 
is an extension of the museum. 

In the large towers were the Regents’ 
room, the offices of the Secretary, store- 
rooms, and workshop. ' 

Such was the appearance and disposi- 
tion before the accidental contlazration a 
year or two ago, which destroyed a por- 
tion of the roof, and but few of the con- 
tents of tl upper room could be re- 
moved before the roof fell in. The 
flaines soon extended to the large towers,

These 
Various sums were paid back in some 
cases by virtue of an express agreement 
between the parties and the defendant be- 
fore their re spective contracts were made, 
that they should pay a fixed commission 
to the defendant, and in other cases by 
virtue of an implied agreement or gener- 
al understanding. 

The defendant admitted the receipt for 
the most part of the sum mentioned, but 
contended that they were given him as 
gratuities, irrespective of the price of 
material purchased or labor performed, 
and did notenter into the consideration of 
the same. Sundry questions were sub- 
mitted to the Jury by the presiding Jus- 
tice, and upon their answer, it was ruled 
that the defendant forfeited all right to 
any commissions from those parties from 
Whom he received another commission, 
and that the plaintiff was entitled to the 
amonnts which the defendant received 
from these parties, and also the amount 


of commissions which he paid the defen- 


lant on account of those individuals, 


The Jury returned a verdict for plain- 
tiff in the sum of S334.41. To this is to 
be added the amount of commission paid 
by plaintiff to defendant, on account of 
those individuals from whom the forego 


ing amount was received, to be assessed 
by the Court.

| WESTERN NOTES. 

One pleasant morning in the early 
part of April IT packed my trunk with 
wearables, my basket with eatables, my 
wallet with paper currency, and with 
a pair of bran new boots on my swollen 
feet, a soft, slouched hat on my head, and 
a stout, heavy Raglan coat on my back, 
your correspondent set out from a very 
pleasant home not five miles from the 
Journal office, for this region of prairies. 
I did not take the first train for Boston. 
for it was only necessary that I should 
be in season for the 8.30 train on the 
Worcester Road. So, on this occasion, I 
went in company with the second of the 
three classes of men, who, living in the 
suburbs, visit the city every day except 
Sabbath. Do you know of this three- 
fold division of citizens, Mr. Editor? 
First, there are the “Workies;” they go 
to the city by the first train, say at six 
o'clock. Next are the “Clerkies;” they 
go by the7 or 7-30 train, Last are the 
“Shirkies,’ who get to their easy chairs 
in the counting rooms between 9 and 10 
o'clock, A. M. 

In travelling a thousand miles west- 
ward, a Massachusetts man is sure to see 
a great variety in the face of the coun- 
try, the faces of the people and the soil. 
In his own state he will see a sandy, 
rocky soil, supporting a feeble growth of 
trees; streams and rivers whose currents 
are temporarily arrested by dams, to 
give a fullof water for carrying machine- 
ry; ponds and lakes whose wintry crust 
is stored away in magazines and trans- 
planted to a warmer climate bottled 
winter, to be uncorked at the summer 
solstice—hills of gentle ascent, rugged 
towering mountains, over, beside, under & 
through which the inevitable iron track 
has been laid by the labor and skill of 
man. There is one strip of good land 
before you cross the mountains in the 
western part of the state, namely, the 
valley of the Connecticut. Few people 
are aware of the labor involved in cut- 
ting such a railroad as that between 
Westfield and the state line of New York. 
I do not myself know the actual cost, but 
having had some experience in helping 
lay out and construct one of the most 
costly railroads in Maine, I was prepared 
to appre ciate the difficulties of engineer- 
ing this road through the mountains. 
The people of Boston are complaining 
of the want of facilities of transporta- 
tion from Albany. ‘The Western road is 
doing something to relieve this want by 
widening their road bed through the 
mountains so us lo lay another track 
there. 

When you come down into the valley 
of the Ifudson, you find a more fertile 
soil, broader fields, a more cultivated re- 
gion.

Journeymen Tailors, Carpenters, Print-

Shoe Makers, Ship Builders, Iron Work- 
ers, Riggers, Sail Makers, Factory men, 
and many other trades and occupations, 
demand a reduction of what has been 
called a day’s labor.

ever able to pay more wages, or do with 
less hours of service, because, they, them- 
salves, are not doing a profitable busi- 
ness. The taxes are weighing heavily 
on this class of people, and the increased 
wages that they already pay and the ad- 
ditional expenses of living make them 
feel poor. 

So with the manufacturers. 
few, like the paper makers, are 
money, but the m: jority of woolen 
cotton ‘mills are running without 
gain, if not loss. 

And how is it with the great public? 
Salaried men suffer the most from the 
limes, for while the expenses of living 
have more than doubled, their salaries, 
take the majority, have not been raised, 
or but little. There are some country 
tninisters getting only $500 a year, the 
same that they received ten years ago. 
Clerks in some cases get a little more 
than before, but, in general, our young 
men who are clerks, can do no more 
than support one,or pay their own ex- 
penses, 

Commercial men, owning vessels and 
sailing them, find the business continually 
out of pocket and look with despair upon 
their prospects. Shep keepers, or tra- 
ders, both wholesale and retail, complain 
of the dulness of the times, and look 
forward with no hope of bettering their 
condition. 

Doctors and lawyers, of established 
fame, are, perhaps, doing a fair business, 
but nothing to boast of. 

The holders of U.S. bonds, which are 
exempted from taxation, are better off 
than holders of stock generally, but, if a

EUROPEAN OPINION OF AMERICAN 


Iron-CLADs.—Sir Archibald Allison, in 
a recent speech delivered in Glasgow, 
acknowledged the rapid advance of the 
United States as a naval power, com- 
pared with England, His remarks are 
reported as follows: 

“And here an observation of the ut- 
most importance occurs, to which, gen- 
tlemen, I earnestly request your particu- 
lar attention. It is, that the application 
of iron to the plating of vessels, and 
casing all ships of war in armor which is 
impervious save 
hundred pounders, has not only made a 
change in the art of naval war, but 
at one blow deprived us, so far as avail- 
able ships go, of our naval superiority. 
Three Tratulsars won by the French or 
Russians, the Germans or Americans, 
could not do this effectually as the 
iron vessels have done. Our great 
wooden fleet, so long the pride of Brit- 
ain, the terror of the world, lies stored 
up in Portsmouth harbor, of no earthly 
use in maintaining any maritime contest. 
Those noble three-deckers, such the 
Duke of Wellington, would be brought 
to the bottom by a single gun carrying a 


as 


as 


three hundred pound ball. We have at 
one blow virtually lost the fleet which 
had been growing up for two hundred 


years. For the construction a new fleet 
of iron-clads we must wait for time and 
money, just as all other powers must do. 
We have lost our start in the race; we 
must all set off anew and abreast. This 
is the real secret of the vast sums voted 
annually for the navy, and the general 
compli 1int that we have so little to show 
for them. We have been laying the 
foundations of a fleet which can be as 
yet only in its infancy. Other nations 


are just as far on as weare. Itisdoubt- 
ful whether our Royal navy as yet 
equals that of America. United to that 
of Russia, the latter is decidedly superior 
to anything we could bring forward. If 
a forest of hostile iron-clads appear off 
Spithead or Plymouth, vain will be the 
forty or fifty noble sail of the line lying 
in ourharbors. Everything will depend 

not on the fifty old wooden line-of- battle 


spips, but on the eight or ten fine iron- 
clads. This great change has entirely 
iltered our relative position in any

Tih EXPORTATION OF TREASURER 
FROM CALIFORNIA.~We are indebted 
to Hon. Charles Sumner of the U. States | 
Senate, for a valuable document relative | 
to the mineral resources of the United 
States, from which we derive many in- | 
teresting facts respecting the exportation | 
of treasurer from California and other | 
States and Territories west of the rocky | 
mountains. There was exported from 
California alone, in 1849, @1.921,250: in 
1850, $27,676,346; in 1851, $42,582,695; | 
in 1852, $46,588,434; in 1853, $57,330,084; | 
in 1854, $51,328,653; in 1855, $45,182,631; 
in 1856, $48,880,548; in 1857, $48,976,697 ; 
in 1858, #47 ,548,025; in 1859, $47,649,462; | 
in 1860, $42,203,345; in 1861, $40,639,080; | 
in 1862, $42,561,761; in 1863, $46,071,920, | 
in 1864, $55,707,201; in 1865, $44,984,546. 
Total, $740,832,623. 

It is well known, however, that this 
sum is far less than the total production | 
of the coast. In the first place about 
$45,000,000 must be added for the amount | 
of gold and silver now in use in the Pa-| 
cifle States and Territories for currency; | 
that amount being the estimate made by | 
experienced bankers. 

A second allowance must be made for | 
gold jewelry and silver plate made in the | 
country, and for specimens of nuggets 
and rich ores, the yalue of which may be 
$5,000,000. Many of the miners in re- | 
mote camps bury their gold dust until 
they are ready to return to the Atlantic 
coast, and $5,006,000 may be laid by in 
that manner, But the greatest variation | 
between the production and the manifest- | 
ed export was caused by the custom, | 
common among passengers bound east- 
ward, of carrying their dust or coin on 
their persons, so that no one knew how 
much they took. Thus there is no mani- 
fested export for 1848, and less than $5,- 
000,000 for 1849, and less than $28,000,- 
000 for 1850, while the actual production 
and exportation of those years was about 
100,000,000. We can safely put down 
the amount carried away in sixteen 
years unmanifested at $200,000,000, and | 
by this calculation we shall have a total 
production of about 31,000,000,000 from 
the coast up to the end of 1865. Of this | 
sum all has come from the mines of Cali- | 
fornia, save about $100,000,000 contribu. | 
ted by Nevada, Idaho, Oregon, Arizona, 
Washington, and British Columbia. The 
accounts, however, of the contributions 
from these States and Territories have 
not been accurately kept, with the excep- | 
tion of Nevada, so it is impossible to give | 
any precise statement of them. 

he States and Territories on the Pa-| 
cific slope produce annually upwards of 
$100,000,000 of the precious metals, a 
quantity more than four times as great | 
us the total product of the world less 
than thirty years ago. The improved 
processes for the extraction of the metals 
from their ores, made within the past two | 
years, and the constantly increasing area 
over which gold and silver mines are be- 
ing developed, furnish strong guarantees 
that there will be no abatement in the 
product for years to come, provided gov- 
ernment places no impediments in the 
way by impolitic legislation. The recent 
financial panic in Europe afferded an il- 
lustration of the importance of encourag- 
ing this branch of industry. Within six- | 
ty days during that panic there was ex- 
ported from San Francisco the enormous 
sum of $12,000,000 in gold and silver, | 
without which, it is well known, the com- 
mercial interests of the United States 
would have suffered in sympathy with 
those of our best customers in England. | 
The shipments of specie from San Fran- | 
cisco to New York during the first eight | 
months of 1866 amounted to $27,729,010. | 

The approximate estimate already | 
given of the gold and silver product of 
the Pacific States and Territories for 
1866 shows a total of $106,000,000, or 
nearly double the combined bullion of the 


government and all the banks in the 
country. 
WESTERN NOTES.—No. 3. 


Day before yesterday I took adrink of | 

well—not—of corn whiskey, (I have 
heard that itis beveraged here extensively, 
tho’ I've not seen the evidence of it), but 
of Mississippi water. It was my first 
dvink—of that sort of “mineral water” 
and it agreed well with my palate, but | 
not so well with my bowels.

I couldn’t see the harm of drink- | 
ing, especially water that hadn't been 
artificially cooled or mixed.

Mississippi River did not appear to me 
to be so great an institution as L had im- 
agined it was, It is, however, a big 
thing in the way of running streams, and | 
improves on acquaintance. Of course 
we went down to the river bank and | 
looked at the steamboats which lined the 
St. Louis side for I don’t know how long 
a distance. We went on board of seve- 
ral; the largest was the Great Republic, 
recently built at Pittsburg, and is said | 
to be the biggest steamboat afloat on | 
any inland waters, It was loading with | 
corn and flour for the New Orleans mar- | 
ket—had on board, probably corn enough | 
to fill a medium sized meeting house, 
such as you find in Middlesex County, 
The transactions in the grain trade are 
considerahle with the South now on ac- 
count of the scarcity of provisions in 
that quarter of our unreconstructed | 
country. Apropos of this matter of re- 
construction, Theve is some of the old 
views of slavery left in Missouri, The 
sympathies of some of the most envete- 
rate enemies of the present order of 
things are most unmistakably shown 
when opportunity offers. Let the rebel 
general Price come to St. Louis and im- | 
mediately he finds admirers and fiatterers 
to his heart’s content, hero-worship is set 
up and what is left of rebel feeling comes | 
to the surface. Well, let them alone. 
The Union men of Missouri are by no 
means a feeble folk. They are terribly 
in earnest and will not parley or tam- 
per with any who take sides with the | 
enemies of freedom, 

Speaking of Price reminds me of an 
excursion | recently made to a part of the | 
region crossed by Price’s operations when | 
he undertook to put the state into the 
hands of another rebel who is now in| 
a fair way to have uglimited honors 
heaped upon him by rebel sympathizers | 
aid est, the recent occupant of @ case- 


mate at Fortress Monroe. We went out 
to Iron Mt. and Pilot Knob a few days 
since. It was Goy. Fletcher (that is) 
| who was in command of the forces at 
| Pilot Knob when Price’s men struck in 
there and obliged the Union forces to 
| decamp, not however without some re- 
| sistance. The presence of iron and lead 
| in this region will render it more famous 
probably, than the bullets of lead and 
_ balls of iron fired by the union men_ on 


one side, and confederates on the other. 


The Iron Mt. R. R., connects it with St. 
Louis. Pilot Knob is a pyramid moun- 
tain, some 580 ft. above the level of the 
valley, and contains by estimation 600,- 
000,000 tons of iron! if is exceedingly 
rich, and a large furnace at the foot of 
the mountain works up a small portion 
of the ore which is taken out of the 
mountain. A much larger portion is 
“shipped” to Pittsburg. This is the des- 
tination also of most of the Iron Mt. ore 
which is much richer in iron, so much 
30 that it is worked into utensils, as for 
example, a horse shoe from the nugget 
dug out of the Mt. without even seeing a 
furnace.

NEBRASKA. WHAT HAS BEEN DONE, AND 


| IT WILL BE FINISHED.—No great enterprise was 


ever begun about which so little has been said 
and so much has been done. The public have a 
vague idea thata railrond is being built from 
somewhere in the East to somewhere 


but where it begins, or what route it follows, or 
where it is to end, we venture to assert, not one 
in a thousand can tell. 

For a dozen years we have heard that a great 
Pacific Railroad was to ne built, and a dozen 
names and a dozen companies, and a dozen routes 
—from the southern boundary of Texas to the 
northern boundary of Lake Superior—have been 
urged upon Congress as the greatest and best 
means for uniting the Atlantic and Pacific shores. 
Bubble after bubblo was blown, and each burst 
in turn when touched by the sharp point of prac- 
tical experience, 

The absolute necessity for a Pacific Railroad to 
retain and bind more closely together the eastern 
and western extremes of the contenent in 
great UNirep AND Paciric country, the immense 
cost of government transportation to its frontier

As the undertaking was strictly 
national, so no power less than that of the nation 
was suflicient to accomplish it; and large as the

new system of internal improvements on its own 
account; and its only alternative was to grant 
its aid in the most careful manner to such respon:

THE COMPANY'S CHARTER AND ROUTER. 

This charter was granted and perfected by va- 
rious acts of Congress, and the Company compris- 
esmenof the highest reputation for integrity, 
wealth, and business experience, Among the 
officers are General John A. Dix, President, 
Durant, Vice-President, and Hon. 
John J. Oiseo, late Assistant Treasurer of the U. 
5., Treasurer. 

The Capital authorized by the Charter is One 
Hundred Million Dollars, of which it is estimated 
that not exceeding Twenty-Five Millions will be 
required, and of which Five Millions have already 
been paid in. 


Surveying parties were at once pushed out in | 


Various directions across the continent to find and 
locate the best available line between the Mis- 
souri iver and the Pacifie Ocean. ‘This was 
tablished at Omaha, in Nebraska, on the east, 
and will finally be at San Francisco, in Califor- 
nia, on the west—a distance of nearly 1,900 miles. 
The Chicago and North Western Railroad is now 
completed trom Chicago to Omaha, a distance of 
192 miles; and several other roads are rapidly 
building to unite with the Union Pacific at the 
same point; so that its eastern connectivias will 
be numerous and complete. 

The general line of road from Omaha is west up 
the Valley of the Great Platte, and thence across 
the plains a distance of 517. miles, to the Black 
Hills, or easterly spur of the Kocky Mountains. 
Col, Seymour, the Consulting Engineer, reports 
that the grade is much more favorable than was 
anticipated—the maximum to the Rocky Moun- 
tains and exceeding 30 feet to the mile, and from 
that poiat to the summit, or divide of the conti- 
nent, it will not exceed 80 feet to the mile. From 
the Rocky Mountains, the best practicable route 
will be taken to Great Salt Lake City, and thence 


| by the Valley of the Humboldt River to the east- 


ern base of the Sierra Nevada Mountains. The 
Central Pacific Railroad is now being rapidly 
built east from Sacramento, Cal., and is already 
completed about 100 miles, and will connect with 
the Union Pacific, 

WHAT HAS BEEN DONE AND ITS COST. 

As we remarked before, there has been very lit- 
tle talk, and a great deal of work. Almost be- 
fore the public were aware, it had been begun. 
On the First of January, 1867, the Union Pacific 
Railroad was Finisuep for 305 miles west from 
Omaha, and fully equipped with Locomotives, 
Rolling Stock, Repair Shops, Dopots, Stations, 
4&c., and the Company have on hand Iron, Ties, 
and other materials, sufficient to finish the road 
to the Rocky Mountains, or 517 miles from Omaha, 
by the first of September, 1867. It is expected 


that the whole line through to California will be | 


completed in 1870.

ing $44,208,000. These bonds are issued by the 
Government only on the completion of each see- 
tion of twenty miles, ond after the Commissioners 
appointed by the President of the United States 
have certified that it is thoroughly built and sup- 
plied with all the machinery, &c,, of a first-class 
railroad. The interest on these bonds is paid by 
the U. 8. Treasury, and the Government retains, 
as a sinking fund to be applied to repayment ot 
principal and interest, one half the regular 
charges made for transportation by the Company 
ngainst it. These bends, which are a second 
mortgage, are not due for thirty years, and it is 
not improbable that the value of the services to 
be rendered to the Government during that period 
will constitute a sinking fund sufficient for their 
redemption at maturity. 
| 2d.—Tue First Mortaace Boxps.—The Gov- 
ernment permits the Company to issue its own 
Mortgage Bonds at the same time, and on the 
same terms, and for the same amount, and by 
special Act of Congress these bonds of the Com- 
pany are made a Finst MonrtGace on the entire 
line and property of the road, the Government 
bonds being subordinate.

LuxeMpundc.—-In Engelhardt’s His- 
tory of Luxemburg there is @ curious 
list of the sieves and blockades it sus- 
tained from an-early period to the pres- 
ent time. In USt it was taken by the 
French in the war of Count Siegfried 
against Lothaire. In 1443 Philip the 
Good took it by escalade. He bought 
the province for 12,000f1., which he prom- 
ised to pay to William of Saxony, and 
11,000f., money down, to Elizabeth of 
Crorlitz, besides a life annuity of 8,000f1. 
In 1479 it was taken by the French un- 
dev Louis XI, and retaken thesame year 
by Maximilian. In 1542 the French 
once more took it, but it was retaken ten 
days afterwards by Reneir of Massau. 
In 1543 it was forced to surrender to the 
French under Francis I., when 179 
burghers quitted the city and followed 
the garrison rather than submit to the 
conquerors, Charles V. besieged it for 
six weeks with 15,000 men unsuccessfully. 
During this siege the cold was so intense 
that wine froze in the casks. The next 
year, however, ond after another siege 
Which lasted three months, Charles sue- 


oes 


ceeded in entering. In 1556 the Count 
de Mansfeldt held the city against the 
French, who had conquered, and, as 


usual, devastated the country. In 1559 
(Henri TV.) Marshal Biron tried to take 
it by surprise, but was beaten off by the 
In 1660 it was

near falling into the hands of the Freneh, 
owing to the treachery of one Peter 
Pillard, a French subjeet. Pillard was 
hanged at Brussels, and’ Louis XIV. 


tried to retrieve his memory from dis- 
erace so far as letters patent could do so, 
in 1669. In 1678 there was another at- 
tempt made by the French by the same 
means that Pillard employed. The trai- 
tors were foreigners; they were caught 
in the act, and hanged in the public 
square of Luxemburg on the 18th of 
June of the same year. Marshal Crequi 
blockaded Luxemburg in 1682 without 
effect. In 1683 it was bombarded by the 
French, who threw in 6,000 shells and 
grenades, and destroyed most of the 
houses. The city refused to surrender, 
but Crequi returned the year after with 
35,000 men. In April the siege was 
opened by Vauwban, and lasted five weeks, 
when the town had to surrender, after 
the ramparts had been beaten down and 
the houses reduced to ruins, and 50.000 
cannon balls and many thousand shells 
had been thrown into it. The garrison, 
Which had been 4440 men and 600 hor- 
ses, was reduced to 1,300 and 400 horses. 
In 1697, after enormous sums spent in 
fortifying it, the French had to evacuate 
it pursuant to the Treaty of Ryswick; 
and in January, 1698, the Spanish, Duteh 
and Bavarian troops took possession of it. 
In January, 1701, the allies retired to 
make way for the French, in consequenee 
of the alliance of France and Spain in 
the war of succession, Im 1713 it was 
occupied by a Dutch garrison, in virtue 
of the treaty of Utrecht, and the year 
following by an Austrian garrison, iv 
Virtue of the treaty of Rastadt. From 
the 2lst of November, 174, to the tth of 


July, 1795, the town was besieged and 
bombarded by the French. <After a 
blockade of more than six months, the 
provisions completely exhausted, the 


garrison having lived for some time on 
horseflesh, it had to surrender, and the 
enemy entered on the Tth June 
During this blockade the burgher guard 
greatly distinguished itself§ The Freneh 
beyan by levying a war contribution of 
250,000 crowns, or a inillion and a half of 
franes, but having found hidden in 
walls of a house belonging to a French 
noble emigrant, De Custien de Wiltz, a 
large sum of money, they eontented 
themselves with 100,000 crowns. In 1814 
the allies invested the place, and eon the

Letter from Rio de Janeiro. 


We are kindly permitted to make the 
following extracts from a private letter 
received in town, written at Rio dé 


Janeivo, under date of April 20, 1867. 
I'he writer is attached to the U. States 
steamer ILuron, and is a native of Wob- 
urn, 

Perhaps a slight sketch of my last 


voyage would prove interesting to you, 
On the first of Feb, 1867, we left N. Y., 
for Porto Grande, ( ape de Verde Isles. 
We mgde the passage in about 30 days, 
(4,200 miles.) “I'was bitter cold, but in 
ubout four or five days our men were 
paddling about in warm water. Nothing 
of note occurred excepting our carpenter 
his hand badly shattered by a 
hoat coming against the ship’s side, 
These Islands (( ape de Verde) are vol 
canic, very abruptandhigh. ‘Their sides 
are streaked with lava and iron ore, 
which gives the Island a reddish hue 
Avainst their sides the dark blue Atlan- 
tic rolls unbroken by ny soundings 
whatever. There is but one beach on 
the Isles and that is at Porto Grands it 
any other place on the Isles a ship might 
run her very masts and yards against the 
rocks before she would touch bottom. 
Undoubtedly these Isles were thrown up 
out of the sea since the Creation. Nota 
sprig of verdure is to be seen anywhere, 
excepting ona slough near the beach. 
The inhabitants build their houses of the 
iron ore and lava, which they break in 
pieces of convenient size for rough brick 
and then mortar them. Buiidings ofthis 
matwial last a long time.

“There are not many in my ¢lass that 
are needy, in fact not more than ten. 
The girl I spoke of (Sarah Edwards) is 
a refugee from one of the upper districts 
and has no father; her mother is sickly 
and there are three other children beside. 
She had been hired out for some time, 
but received such a imiserable salary 
that she was unable to buy any clothing 
for herself. I should suggest that if any 
cloths were sent they should be of some 
heavy material. 

“My classes are studying Geography, 
Reading, Spelling and Definitions, Men- 
tal and Practical Arithmetic—most of 
the scholars were in the alphabet class a 
year ago. Ihave eight or ten who are 
nearly able to read in the fourth series, 
They perform practical examples in ad- 
dition and subtraction pretty readily. I 
have two dear little boys in my class 
(Sam Barnwell and Robert McNeil) who 


are really prodigies. Sam is five and 
Robert seven years of age, they are 


about the best readers in the class. I 
only wish that you could see them, for 
they are pure black, but then they have 
such bright eyes and intelligent faces 
that it is a pleasure to look at them; they 
are not related, but are orphans and are 
about the same size—they are known as 
the ‘fat little boys,’ and as you may 
imagine are very attractive.
